A COMBINATION RACK. 

A Hayrueje Coinvei'tible Into a Hos, 
"Woofl or Feed KncTl. 

The combined hay and hog rack pre¬ 
sented in the cutis the arrangement of 
an Ohio Farmer correspondent, who I 
says: 

The sills, AA, of this rack are 2 by 8 
and 16 feet in length. The cross benches, 
BB, are 2 by 4 and of a length to suit, 
the width of the wagon. These are 
bolted to the sills with half inch bolts 
10 inches long. These holts are found 
to he somewhat short, hut should be 
countersunk from the underside of the 
sill and a small nail driven in crosswise 
through the sill to prevent the bolt from 
being lost should a nut happen to work 
loose and drop off. The nnta are on the 
top side where they can-easily he seen. 

The corresponding cross benches, CO, 
on the wings are 3 feet 8 inches in 
length and made of 2 by 4 stuff These

The roadbed being so completed, a 
gravel footpath of about Iyards in 
width is made on one or both sides of 
the road. Alongside of these paths runs 
a ditch as deep as the roadbed, which 
receives the water from the road through 
gullies at short intervals. A fruit, gen¬ 
erally apple, tree, being now planted at 
every 12 yards, as also 100 yards, and 
milestones, the road is entirely finished. 

These state roads vary in width from 
6 to 12 yards, the average width being 
yards. The average cost per mile is 
$10,000. For every mile and a half of 
completed road a roadkeeper is engaged 
who receives wages varying from $125 
to $200 per year. Hisdnties are to mend 
all small ruts, to brush the road in dry 
weather or scrape-itin wet at least once 
a week; also to keep the footpaths.
